A CASTOFF WIFE.

She is Banished, Declared Dead, but
now Appears to Claim un Alimoay
—An Astonishing History of
Dovaestic Infelicity—Curious
Legal Complication.

The New York Sun this morning gives its
ronders this spicy piece of news: -

A most remarkable eénse of abundonment is
soun oo be tried In the Supreme Court of this
city. It involves a curlous gquestion of law—
whether n woman who hns Jived sixteen yeara
as the wife of a Spanish merchant Is entitled to
alhnony after he hns deserted ber., The facts in
this matrlmoninl litlgation embrace a bitter
accusation of infldelity, a confession extorted
under pain of death, and a publication of an
nocount of the burial of the banished woman.
On Saturday cight Mr. Durand, the merchant
who 18 aeensed of this astonishing catalogue of
erime, was arrested in this cliy at the suit of
Mary Durand, wlho ngserts that she is legally his
wife, and that he bus deserted her.  She is still
young and beautiful. Mr. Durand s a commis-
sion merchant, and bas an oflice at No. 24
Broadway. We take the wife's gtory from her
aflidavit, as follows: — .

Voung Love's Drenm.

Mary Durand, a wife without the banns, was
born in France, where her parents still reside,
She arrived In this city sixteen yoars ago, and
soon ofterwards became acquninted with Mr,
Durand. 'The acquaintance ripened into love,
and they lived together as hnsband and wife
without the ceremony of marringe. Mary, how-
ever, often rominded her consort of his promise
to lead her to the hymeneal altar, ind the pro-
mise was as often repeated, but the fulfilment
was postponed indefinitely. They moved io
respectable soclety as Mr, and Mrs. Durand, and
not a breath of slander was whispered. The un
married ¢buple biave had o family of five chil-
dren, but only one—a hoy of twelve years—sur-
vives, and he la with his father.

Accusntions of Infideliny.

The conple lived in sumptuous style In a
mangion up town, and then again In handsome
apartments at No. 49 West Sixteenth street, and
at No. 87 Clinton place. They had a handsome
family of children, aud they burled them. Mra.
Duirnnd says ghe has done nothing usbecoming
a wife during the twelyve i} ars of her cohabita-
tion with Durand, and she believes she is his
lawful wife. In July iast Durand suddenly be-
came angry and jeslous of his spouse. He
charged that she had bad improper intimacy
with a mutunl friend who had visited the house.
He accompanied the charge with threats of per-
sonal injury, and vehemently proclaimed that
she was not his wife One of the children was
then in Neufcliatel, Switzerland.

HNanished to France.

Early in August Iast Durand announced his
decision, He told Mary that she must go to
France, never to return to this country., He
further informed Ler that the two could not lve
in the same land, and that the Atlautic should
regmmlu them forever. Durand threatened to
Kkill bier in cage she should refuge to quit the
country, and heudded that he would cast her
npon the streets but for the love he bore her
child. The repudiated wife protested that she
was innocent, but Durand was determined.

A Confession Under Thrent of Denth,

Then Durand demanded that the poor woman
should sign o paper confessing that she had been
untroe to her duty townrds hin, but she refused,
and emphatically denled that shie had ever been

ity of any offense. Durand, however, in-
8 in. On the 31st of July Inst he ealled on hig

wife at No. 87 Clinton place, and in the presenco
of Miss Emily Ward hie repeated his demand
that she shonld slgn o confession that she was
virtually a harlot, on the pain of death. She still
refueed, and he left in o passion. At 4 o'clock
on the next moring, while the other In-
mates of the Lovee were sleeping, he dragged

Mary from her bed, and, exhibiting a writlen

aper, ordered her to sign It. Again she re-

used. and protested her Innocence, but he pre-
gsented u revolver, and threatened to take her life
if she would not comply with his request. Then,
under such compulsion, she slgned the paper,
and confessed to acts which she never com-
mitted. The husband noised the story of adul

tery abroad, and exhibited the proof In the pa
per which she had signed.
Banishment to Paris.

On the Tth of August Mrs. Durand, in pursu
ance of her sentence of banlshment, cmbarked
on the steamer Ville de Paris for Franco. Dn
rund promised to supply her with money: but
hie ingisted that the separation from him and the
child should be flgal. He had previonsly elrcu-
Inted a repori that she had gone to Europe for
the benefit of her health. .

enth and Burial.

Mrs, Durand reached«France in safety, and
told her story to her lndi_:i-nml parents. 8he had
scearcely passed a monib in her new home, when
she recelved coples of the New York newspapers
of August 31, which contained the following an-
nouyncement in the death columns: —

“Died, at Geneva, at 10 A, M., Aug. 30, Mary,
the wife of J. Durand.”

Durand in Meurning.
Mra. Durand sayes that her husband wore a
rweed on his hat In het memory, and told the
story of ber demise to his sequaintances.  After
this' he wrole letters to her parents, informing
them that she was an abandoned woman, and
accusing her of shameful erimes. He alio made
known the fact that Mary was not his wite, nnd
that after baying lived with her for ma 0y yeurs,

he had Hc{l.ll‘:llca from her forever.

I Fllght from Her Parents.

When Moary'spparents heard the tramped-up
gtory of ler dichonor, thelr anger konow no
bounds, 8She confesged that she was not
Durand’s marriod wife. She told her whole his-
tory to her motter, Durand stlll continued to
L across the Atlantic the polsonous tale of
hoy Infidelity, and at lnst he was obliged to fly
from her parental roof, nud return to this city.
In extreme poverty, without influentisl Iriends,
she avers that Durand bas boasted thot ke will
drive her, by the exhibition of the extorted eon-
fesslon of her lnoaginary gully, to o life of pros-
titution.

Dorand’s History.

Maory adds, in her affidavit, that Duraod is re-
ported to be worth at Ioast 20,000, but that he
does not hold the money in his own name. He
artlved In thiz city muny years ago from New
Granndn, Bouth America, The order for his
arrest was grauted by Judge Jones, nnd his ball
was fixed at 320,000, Te I8 o the county jall,
Mr. E. D. MeUCarthy s Mary's counsel, and
Mosers. Bggwn, Hull, and Vinderpoel Lave been
engnged bY the delendant,

Another Colllery Explosion in England,

The London Daily News savs:—-'0n Frilay, Octo-
ber 92, informuation reached Frome that un explosion
of lre-damp had tken le'v inone of the Newbary
pits. ‘The pit 8 called the Macintosh, and had only
recently becn put In working order, though it had
been opened five years ago. 1t 18 one of two worked
at  Newbury by the  Westbury Iron  Company
(Limited), the down-shaft being at Newbury plit, and
the up-shaft at the Macintosh, The depth of the
latter pit 18 two hundred and twenty futhoms, and
the average scam of conl tive feet six inches,

“The system of working pursucd I8 the cight
hours' shift, and at 6 o'cloek the night-men hnd
come up and the day-men were j.r()llli( down. At
%lf-pnnt §iX thirteen men and hoys had been let
(9wn, and the remainder were ready to follow.
The lmps were daly delivered by the lampman, all
being locked. Ina fow seconds after the [ast bateh
had gone down, a loud, rambling noise, followed by
A Shook as of an earthguake, was heard, and those
ahove goond wene al once aware that an exploglon
had taken place. Very natarally there wus great
excitement, and prompt steps were taken to ascer-
taln the extent of the disaster, amnd, if possible, to
rescue tho unfortunate moein. The balliy, Mr. Baker,
descenderd the Newbury pit, and on entoring the
main level he found that the door which separated
the pit had been destroyed, but e was enabled to
gecure the frragments, amd by this means to restore
the ventilation to the Macintosh pit, the dreanght, It
ghould be understood, being sapplied by an engine
into the latter pit, while the outlet was at Newbury,

< “AB BOOD A8 praculeadle there were plenty of will-
Ing volunteersa to descend the pit lo search of thelr
unfortunate comrades. It was some time ¢re any
tidings reached the bank, and as the ghock had been
felt for fully half & mile uronnd, a great crowd hoad
assembloed, and 8 most agonizing seene ensaed, The
pit gave employment to fley-five persons, and
wives and ehlldren and mothers and fathers tear-
fully awaited the result,  When ab last the first body
came up the anguigh of the scene was, it possible,
ereased. A homin form remained, and that was
aboat wll, The features were scorched 80 ay to be
alpost uprecognizable, and the clothes were burnt
or torn apart, Thus hour after hour the sad work
went on, despalr and hopo alternating as the cage
Lrought up {ts lving, or mangled, or dead freight,
The colllers of some of the other plts In the dis-
trict had by some means become aware of the
calamity, and ot once struck work 1o become spoc-
tators of the mournful work golng on at Macintosh.
It was a quarter past 1 o'elock when the Just of the
unnfortunates was brought np.  In the meanwhile,
Wiiost the entire medical gtafd of the dAistrict had
mssembled, and the iojured ugn were careflually
tendwd and removed to thelr homes, where two of
them died, nnd we regret 1o hear that only one of
them is HKely to survive,

“I'he seene in the pit must have been most appal-
ling. 'I'he dead ol wonnpded must have boon
blown up apd down the pit, and two ovl gone into
apool of water, whence they were Ushed up by a
Crook."”
